Later, on Chisholm's advice It 
was changed to my name. He nego- 
tiated the policy, but I paid the pr«=m- 
iums, the last one on March 8 


"I didn't know that C.hishplm had 


gone to the mountains;'and I don't 
know of any plot to murder Powell. 
In fact, I didn't know anything about 
his death until I read it, and I was 
not aware that. Chisholm was the man 
suspected until I met him In the city- 
prison.

AM I MY BROTHER'S KEEPER ? 


This question, flrst asked by Cain, has been r>ft 


repeated; in all ages; in all parts of the worlfl. 


Go anywhere where the Gospel is not known ai,Ci 


It is the emblem of humanity. 
In the ancient .•world, 


what is the tie which binds men together? 
Merely 


that of nationality. 
Every nation is set off by itsolf 


in territory, in characteristics, in religion. All foreign 
born men are barbarians. 
The idea of union or oi 


kindred relations was foreign and unthought. of to 
them. 
As late as the second century A. D., Celsus 


wrote: "A man must be mad to think that Greeks 
and barbarians, Asia, Europe, Africa and all their 
people can ever be united by a single religious tlo." 
And Celsus but expressed the thought and belief of 
the age in which he lived. 
Every nation was for 


itself. 
As far as man had any individuality, every 


man was for himself. 
Every nation and every man 


was saying: "Am I my brother's keeper?" with that 
accentuation which implied the negative answer. 


REPLY IS ALWAYS THE SAME. 


I do not go too far when I affirm that aside from Christianity and 


the. influences or Christianity, man has adopted as his emblem the ut- 
terance of the fratricide. 
To the cries of the down-trodden to the 


sighs of the slave, to the sufferings of the poor, the one reply has been- 
I am NOT my brother's keeper!" 


And thus the world would have gone on to the end; sinking lower 


and lower in its selfishness and in its narrowness had not Jesus Christ 
appeared as a revolutionary force. 


The idea that man is in any sense under any obligations to his 


brother is distinctively Christian. 
It had its birth in the life and ex- 


ample of Jesus Christ. 
Humanity never dreamed that it formed a sin- 


gle family, till tl;e day when the Great Shepherd died to gather all 
the scattered fragment? unto himself. 


DETESTING SELFISHNESS. 


We call ourselves Christians. 
That is, we say that we have yielded 


.ourselves to Jesus Christ, and that we wish to live and to become like 
Him. 
-At the foot of the cross we learn to detest selfishness- we learn 


to live for others and not primarily for ourselves; we learn that we are 
all members of one body; we learn that, to the fullest extent of oin- 
ability, we are our brother's keeper. 


It is easy, and it fits readily into a life of selfishness to believe' 


"Every man for himself, and the devil take the hindmost." It is ea«y 
enough for those who have all that the heart can desire or for those 
who shut themselves away from the heart and nerve, the suffering and 
sorrows of life, and live in a dreamy world of unrealities, sub-=tltutln-, 
sentimentalities for life, to say that we are all where God wants us to 
be, and therefore, we should be satisfied. 
An application of the teach- 


ings of Christ to this generation shows the utter fallacy of. it all. 


STOPPING WITH PRAYERS. 


It fits better with indifference or with indolence, to believe that 


Christ is going to carry all of the burdens; and that when we see a 
fellow man in need and we pray for God to send him food and raiment, 
and comfort, that we have done all that we can reasonably be asked to 
do. 
If we stop with our prayers, verily I say unto you, we have done 


nothing' at all. God never even hears such prayers. And if He did 
hear them, He would never answer them for us, if the ability to answer 
them for ourselves was in our own hands. 
Men, God will never do 


your work for you! 
When you get into a tight place; when you come 


to the end of your ability to do, either for yourself or for your brother 
man, then you can call upon God with the assurance that" He will not 
only hear, but also that He will answer. 


SHARING THE SORROWS. 


Jesus Christ never shirked from the responsibility of being His 


brother's keeper. In His life He mingled with men helpfully and freely 
in their all too frequent sorrows of sickness and of poverty 
Read 


the four Gospels. 
Everywhere we see the sick and the poor, the sor- 


rowing and the downcast around him. One might even say that such 
was the society of His choice. 
It was for them that He did His most 


wonderful works. 
They did not all understand Him. They did not 


all accept him for what He was. But still He ministered without dis- 
crimination to their sorrows. 
He lifted them up—the poor and the 


needy, not the rich and the indifferent. 
In His Gospel message He 


had not a word about Tiberius Caesar; but He linked His name for 
all eternity with those of Lazarus and Marj- Magdalene. 


By the intonation and emphasis of His entire life He taught us 


that we must give the affirmative answer to the question, "Am I My 
Brother's Keeper?"

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The Cry of Reaction. 


It is entirely unnecessary for Mayor Mott.to defend his record 


in the matter of water front legislation and improvement. What has 
been done in that regard is so generally approved that it' would not 
be questioned at all but for the fact that a municipal campaign is in 
progress. Mayor Mott has succeeded in "quieting the city's title to 
the water-front and securing peaceable possession, and has also 
provided for its improvement and utilization. . The man who at- 
tempts to quarrel with this achievement is attacking the welfare and 
progressive policy of the city, and will find that he is running coun- 
ter to public sentiment. 


The motive for the attacks on the development of the water 


front is personal and political. The attacks themselves are puerile 
and insincere and are not prompted in any degree by a desire to 
promote the public welfare. Candidates who -have nothing better 
to offer in their own behalf than complaints about the policy which 
has settled the water front question forever and provided for a com- 
prehensive development of the city's port facilities cannot recom- 
mend themselves to the favorable attention of thoughtful and patri- 
otic citizens. As the motive for such complaints is plainly selfish 
the public will gauge them as unworthy of consideration. 


But if the attacks were really sincere they /would be expressive 


of designs at war with the substantial interests of the city. They 
would forecast a. policy of reaction and retrogression that would 
upset all the plans hitherto made to beautify and adorn the city and 
develop its commercial facilities. Such a design should be resisted 
at all hazards regardless of who the opposing candidates may be. 
The best interests of the city demand that those plans be carried 
out and not be halted and thrown into confusion. 
Oakland must 


go forward and not backward if- she would be true to her destiny. 


At this particular time there should be a stimulus to progress 


and not a cessation of activity. The approaching Panama-Pacific 
Exposition is an incentive to go ahead with the work of develop- 
ment. Our park system' should be developed, our wharves and 
docks constructed, streets paved, etc., and our house generally put 
in order for the great concourse that is to assemble here in 19.15. 
.Oakland must do this for two potent reasons. 
She must do it to 


preserve her municipal independence and to get her share of the ad- 
vantages that will accrue to the whole State from the fair. 


Oakland cannot afford to be an example of arrested develop- 


ment when the fair opens. Her opportunity would be lost were the 
public improvements now in progress permitted to languish. 
A 


policy of contention and picayune retrenchment at the expense of 
public improvement would be bad at any time; it would be disas- 
trous now. This city should be abreast of the times in any event, 
but the approach of the great fair makes it indispensable now. Dur- 
ing the last six years we have been trying to make up for the policy 
of doing nothing and quarreling which kept the city in a state of 
suspended animation that prevailed during the previous twenty 
years. 
We had no parks, no public improvements, dirty unpaved 


streets and deficient facilities for fire and police protection ; but we 
had interminable and expensive litigation and a surfeit of rancorous 
parochial politics. 


Shall we return to that condition? Shall the water front set- 


tlement be disturbed and the projected dock and wharf improve- 
ments be held up and delayed and more lawyers employed to in- 
volve the city in costly litigation and its affairs in utter confusion? 
That seems to be the purpose (if they are sincere) of some of the 
candidates against Mayor Mott on account of the water front. 
It 


would be ruinous to permit such a purpose to be carried out. If 
there is no intention of carrying it out the men who announce it 
src unworthy of public confidence. They are raising a false cry and 
setting up a false pretense in the hope of getting office. 


The people of Oakland will make a tremendous mistake if they 


place the government in the hands of men with no higher motive 
and no more regard for the public interests than to make a cam- 


• paign on a bunco issue prosecuted with calumny and misrepre- 
sentation. 


Miss Annie F. Brown is the only woman candidate for the 


school board. She ought to be elected because she is exceptionally 
qualified by education, training and experience, and for the addi- 
tional reason that there should be at least one woman on the Board 
of Education. It has become a rule in eastern cities to have women 
on the school boards. Even in New York City the local hoards are 
generallv composed of two women and three men. Under the new 
charter the school board will be composed of six members. Miss 
Brown will reduce the feminine representation to the lowest possi- 
ble point. In our opinion it is fortunate for the interests of the 
school department that so capable a woman as Miss Brown is a 
candidate. That she will be elected seems beyond reasonable doubt, 
which is another cause for congratulation. Nevertheless, every voter 
should make sure that her name is on his ballot. She is a candidate 
for Director Xo. 5. Her only opponent is H. C. Tuck, known as 
the blind Socialist. Mr. Tuck's candidacy is another argument in 
favor of Miss Brown.

Solon Visits Great Ditch for Third Time 


and Wwdly Describes It for the 


Tribune 


The following article was written by Congressman Joseph R. 


Knowland, who has just visited, for the third time, the Isthmus'of 
Panama for the purpose of noting the progress of the work on the 
canal. 
The representative from the Third District is a member of 


the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce which 
committee has jurisdiction over legislation relating to the Panama 
canal. This committee is soon to take up the question of tolls for 
the canal and the establishment of dry docks and coaling stations: 


Ancon, Canal Zone, Mar. 10, 1911. 


Three visits to the Isthmus of Panama 


at Intervals of two years have afforded 
me an exceptional opportunity of noting 
the phenomenal progress 
made by the 


Government of the United 
States 
In 


prosecuting tho work of constructing the 
world's greatest canal. 


Since the writer's last visit two years 


ago most rapid progress has been made. 
For instance, in January. 1909, 
not a 


pound of cement had been laid at any of 
the sites selected for the three systems 
of locks. 
Ac Gatun and Pedro Miguel 


excavations wore being made for the 
lock foundations, but cement laying had 
not commenced. Today we find that the 
locks at Gaum are nearly sixty per cent 
completed. 
These locks, it will be re- 


called, are in flight of three In dupli- 
cate, that is, each flight is to have two 
chamoers side by .side.. The magnitude 
of these locks can be appreciated when, 
it is stated that each lock will have 
a, usuable length of 1000 feet and a width 
of 110 feet.

From the shore'Hne to the end 
of the deep water channel in the Pacific 
ocean the distance is five miles. 
Near 
the beginning of this channel is Fla- 
menco Island, owned by 
the 
United 
States, and on the top of this island, 
which rises to a convenient height, our 
fortifications will be located. 
We will 
have a regular Gibraltar! 
These fortifi- 
cations will be over eight milea from the 
nearest 
locks. 
The Atlantic fortifica- 
tions are likewise well located. 
The writer was a member of Congress 
in 1906 when the lock type of canal was 
finally adopted. Prior to that time prog- 
ress was rather slow, but a most neces- 
sary and Important preliminary 
work 
was under way. Dr. Gorgas and his 
able assistants were engaged in 
the 
work or sanitation, 
which the French 
neglected. 
In the states many impa- 
tient citizens were restive because the 
dirt did not appear to be flying as rap- 
idly as they had hoped. Time has dem- 
onstrated that in caring for the health

GRAFT IS LACKING. 


There Is no graft on the Isthmus, not- 
withstanding 
the

The nearest approach to it 
is In the civil government. We pay a 
governor 
J14.000 a year and maintain 
more courts than are needed. 
A bill 
passed the House changing this, but was 
hung up In the Senate. 
The civil gov- 
ernor, with little to do, draws nearly the 
same salary as Colonel Goethals! 
Along the line of the canal are tons 
of old machinery utilized by the French. 
Much of this is being gradually broken 
up and sent to the States to be sold as 
old iron. It struck me that It would be 
interesting indeed to secure specimens of 
some of this old r'rench machinery for 
exhibit at our exposition. 
I took up 
the matter with Colonel Goethals 
anil- 
other members of the commission and it 
met 
with, their enthusiastic approval. 
One of the old French bucket excavators 
is being placed in working order. 'When 
exhibited beside a modern steam shovel 
it will demonstrate what inventive gen- 
ius has accomplished in the 
way of 
cannl digging machinery. 
One of the 
small French locomotives will be set 
aside imd some of the little dump cars. 
A study at close range of the wonder- 


ful organization maintained by our gov- 
ernment upon foreign shores Ktriklr"'" 
illustrates the potentiality of this mightv 
Instrumentality.

Mayor Frank Mott was the guest of 


the progress and prosperity commtttos of 
the Chamber of Commerce last night and 
talked in an entertaining manner of the 
waterfront of this city, its possibilities, 
the improvements which are now being 
made on .it" and the part It Is to play 
In. the great development of the Pacific 
Coast, more especially after the Panama 
canal shall have been completed. 
It was the first time in the history 


of the organization or, indeed, of 
any 


other association in this city that the 
matter was so thoroughly 
gone 
into. 


There was reason for both those condi- 
tions, because Mayor Mott has .made a 
study of the whole matter and there was 
a desire on his part to give tho informa- 
tion which he possessed -to thu business 
rm;n who were no less interested in the 
progress of this city than himself and 
who had asked him to appear before 
them. 


Although the speaker 
had consumed 


probably an hour and a half In elaborat- 
ing his theme, there was not a word 
of his recital which wns lost, the effect 
of which was emphasized by reference 
to a map of the waterfront on which 
was located all the points affected, show- 
ing, at the same time, the Improvements 
alread made and. those -which are now In 
progress.

IN ACCURATE MANNER. 


The sentiment of those present was 
expressed Jn a 
statement 
of 
Edwin 
Steams, former secretary of the Chkm- 
ber of Commerce, to the effect that he 
had been making a study of the water- 
front question for the past nine years 
and had never listened to so complete 
and^ accurate an exposition of the matter 
before. 
He moved, accordingly, that a 


vote of thanks be tendered the mayor for 
Ills effort. 
There were several hearty 


seconds to the motion and among them 
was one by Charles Gorman, formerly 
chairman of the progress and prosperity 
committee, who declared- that the vote 
should be a rising .one. To this proposi- 
tion every one assented and, accordingly, 
every one present rose and congratulated 
the mayor on the thoroughness -of his 
effort. 


The mayor In review went back to the 


earliest days of the history of Oakland. 
He told how Carpcntler, then only an 
attache of the Legislature, saw the avail- 
ability of the water front of this city 
and by adroit means secured possession 
of the same through the instrumentality

ficials. He traced the 
history 
of the 


waterfront after it nad been practically 
lost to this city, the efforts on the- part 
of the municipality at times to regain 
possession of it, the' compromises made 
at different interval? arid, finatly, the 
last effort made more than a dozen years 
ago to again regain the valuable terri- 
tory. 


EFFORTS SUCCESSFUL. 


He told also of tho measure of success 


which had been achieved In the effort of 
1S93 
and, at length, of the coming of 


the Western Pacific railroad and of Us 
pushing its line to the western limits j 
of the city when it was stopped by an ' 
injunction by the Southern Pacific. • Pie 
showed how the lower court had decided 
in favor of the Southern Pacific and how

POLLEN NECESSARY. 


Showing- that the Smyrna fig- crop of 


• California 
is practically 
dependent on 
insects called blastophaga, C. P. Kixford 
of the United States department of agri- 
culture read a paper on. "The Fructifica- 
tion of the Fig by Blastophaga" at the 
opening session of the Pacific Slope As- 
sociation of Economic Entomologists. 
The government expert on, plant indus- 
try demonstrated that his experiments 
had 
shown that many figs would not 
.•open without pollenlzation. He explained 
tho process of carrying ^-ic larvae of the 
blastophaga through the winter in dead 
figs remaining on the trees, and showed 
haw these dead figs- were an Important 
holp to the fruit-grower in supplying 
pollen for the Smyrna and other figs. 
By applying the blastophaga to even 
the so-called mule figs, which have hith- 
-rto been eppposecl to be incapable of 
Fertilization, he showed 
that in forty 
:ases coming under his experiments good 
SAetls were grown. 
Fertile seeds of all 
kinds of cultivated iigs were secured by 
this method, a boon to the breeders. 
"Tho blastop'.iaga," Rixford 
declared, 
"tho beneflcient insects on which de- 
pend practical!" the entire Smyrna fig 
Industry, i^very Smyrna fig not entered 
by the blastophaga soon dries up and 
dies. The fJgs will no- hold on tho tree 
unless they are entered by the blasto- 
phaga." 
Rixford declared that the Smyrna fig 
industry in California Is extremely prom- 
ising, due to the favorable climatic con- 
ditions in the San Joaquln valley.

as the terror of Butchertown, Anton LaGrave. For some reason the 
mere mentioning of Butchertown .seems to inspire one with the 
feeling that the inhabitants of such a district must of course be 
rough and tough and ready to battle with man or beast at a mo- 
ment's notice. .

nwuer Tyhat the cause the place in- 
spires one . with ideas that cause him 
to feel tha.t great strength and courage 
is the blessing of every man earning a 
livelihood within its bounds. 
And this 


is true of Anton LaGrave. 
Prior to the 


exhibition of last night the Frenchman 
has always proven courageous and strong 
and -while he has never been rated as 
a sensational performer in the ring he 
has always endeavored to give the-fans 
the best he had in a manner that won 
him a goodly following. 


As announced in these columns yes- 


terday, however, he entered the ring last 
evening in a condition that is no par- 
ticular boost to the club management, 
the manager or the newspaper men who 
gave out as an opinion that LaGrave was 
fit for a hard battle.
